Medical Advice From Medical Students 


Editor's Note: This is the second in a series of articles 
submitted to The Republican recently by @ pair of medical 
students performing their rural medicine rotation at the 
Garrett Medical Group. In this article, Christine Browning, 
@ Southem High Schoo! and Hood College graduate, and 
daughter of Jamie and Charlene Browning of Oakland, 
addresses the issue of child sexual abuse. 


Breaking the Silence 
by Christine Browning 

Most people have a difficult time accepting that sexual 
abuse occurs at all, much less to the extent that it does. 
Anxiety surrounds the subject since it requires people to 
face difficult material. It includes not only issues of sexu- 
ality, but also of deviant behavior, exploitation of children, 
and the violation of social norms. Most difficult of all, it 
requires people to acknowledge that those members of 
their families, communities, schools, and churches sexually 
abuse children. 

Since peuple have such a difficult time facing the issue 
of sexual abuse, they protect themselves with a varicty of 
defense mechanisms. These include minimization, rational- 
ization, distortion, and denial. They often deny that sexual 
abuse occurs at all; deny that it occurs as frequently as it 
does; deny that anyone they know is involved cither as a 
victim or perpetrator; deny that they were sexually abused 
as a child. They even minimize the harm to children, con- 
vincing themselves that children are resilient or will not 
remember.

further. Children are told many lies: the perpetrator con 
vinces them that the “love and affection” 1s normal; ther 
families do not believe them, claiming that the perpetrator 
is simply “friendly”; and as adults they feel responsible for 
the abuse, subsequently dealing with a lifetime of shame 
and guilt. The perpetrators not only lie to their victims, 
but also to the people who confront them. A perpetrator 
will seldom, if ever, admit to abusing a child, even if- 
caught. : 

The truth about sexual abuse is therefore caught in a 
vicious cycle as petpetrators lie about it, family members 
deny it, victims repress it, and society ignores it. Unfortu- 
nately, the biggest victims of this cycle are the children 
that have already survived the abuse itself. They are sen- 
tenced to a life of secrecy, having to suffer with a lifetime 
of guilt, shame, and low self-esteem alone. é 

People must acknowledge sexual abuse as an epidemic, 
occurring in one out of three girls and one out of seven 
boys and existing in all races, all sectors of society, and all 
kinds of families (families with natural parents, single par- 
ents, and foster parents). People must foster an air of 
openness in order to listen to and believe children and 
dispel the perpetrator’s lies. They must encourage sexually 
abused children and perpetrators alike to receive therapy. 
Confronting the issue of sexual abuse will never be with- 
out defense mechanisms, especially when it occurs close to 
or within the home. However, with open minds and 
strength society can set free the millions of people living 
a life of secrecy, shame, and guilt and battle the epidemic 
of childhood sexual abuse.

Blood Pressure Medicine: end Stroke 

Uae of blood pressura medicines in persons with high 
blood pressure helps prevent damage to vital organs of 
tha body such as the eyes, brain, kidney, and heart. If not 
properly treated, elevated bkood pressure can lead to 
damage to these organs. Examplee of damage include 
heart attack and stroke. For this reason, physicians and 
pharmacists encourage persons on blood pressure medi- 
cines to take them exactly as they have been prescnbed. 
One problem associated with blox! pressure medicine 
use is not taking medicines consistently because individu- 
ak often do not feel bad at the time a medkine dose is 


required. 


Another problem is that some people simply stop 
taking their blood pressure medicines. According to a 
study recently conducted by Australian reeearchers, stop- 
Ping blood preaaure drugs may increase the risk of having 
@ stroke (usually characterized by bleeding In the brain 
and/or paralysis). According to a three-year study of 
peraons who had bleeding strokes, persons with high 
blood pressure had more than twice the likelihood of 
having a stroke than those with normal biood pressure. 
Persons with high blood pressure who are at highest risk 
for stroke include younger adults, smokers, and those who 


stop taking their medicinea.

Police Suggest 
Back-To-School 
Safety Tips 


In anticipation of the 
opening of school, Mary- 
land State Police have is- 
sued safety tips and re- 
minders to help increase 
the safety of children as 
they travel back and forth 
to school. 

Each year in Maryland 
over 100 pedestrians and bi- 
cyclists are killed and thou- 
sands more are injured on 
bocal roads. Persons walking 
or riding bikes along the 
road can easily become vul- 
nerable targets, the police 
report stated. 

Pedestrian injury is the 
second leading cause of un- 
intentional _injury-related 
death among school chil- 
dren ages $ to 14. “The first 
few years of school are a 
high-risk period for children 
who walk to school. Parents 
often overestimate their 
children’s abilities to cross 
the street safely. We ask 
parents to familiarize their 
children with the safest 
route to school” said Col. 
David B. Mitchell, sup- 
erintendent, Maryland State 
Police. 

Children may be able to 
cross the street safely while

traffic environment, gets on 
and off the bus at home 
and at school, and some- 
times crosses the street to 
and from the bus, the re- 
port stated. 

The basics of safe street 
crossing are the following: 

eStop at the edge of the

Although young children 
may be able to recite the 
rules of safe crossing, this 
does not mean that they 
can actually do it right 
every time. It takes many 
years for children to devel- 
op the understanding and 
skills they need. “Most kind- 
ergarten through — third- 
grade children have no real 
sense of danger, cannot 
judge speed and distance to 
decide how fast a ear is ap- 
proaching, and often as- 
sume that the vehicle driver 
can see them if they can see 
the driver,” Mitchell con- 
cluded. 

Tips For Being A 
"Sole Survivor” 

The following are tips for 
pedestrians from the state 
police. 

eBe an alert and cau- 
tious walker, Don’t jaywalk; 
observe crosswalk markings 
and traffic control devices. 
Though Maryland law re- 
quires vehicles to stop for 
pedestrians in crosswalks, 
one should not take chances 
but be certain that vehicles 
are stopped before proceed- 
ing through the crosswalk. 

eWhen walking on the 
road, one should always: 
walk facing traffic. as far 
from the roadway as possi- 
ble; watch approaching 
traffic to make sure the op- 
coming driver sees and |s 
not driving toward oneself; 
and wear bright colored 
clothing, especially to walk 
at night. Reflective type 
clothing is the best. 

The following tips were 
issued for bicyclists. 

@Bicycles are vehicles 
and operators must obey 
state and local laws that ap- 
ply to bicyclists, including 
the rules of the road. 

@All bikes must be 
equipped with a bell or 
other device that can give a 
warning signal which can be 
heard 100 feet away. After 
dark or in bad weather, 
bikes must be equipped 
with a white light on the 
front and red light or re- 
flector on the rear. 

e@Bikes may not be rid- 
den on controlled access 
highways or roads with a 
speed limit of more than 50 
mph. 

@Because bicyclists, like 
pedestrians, can be hard to 
see, it is advisable to wear - 
light-colored clothing and 
to be alert for motor vehi- 
cles.

of 1998? If you’re involved in the fartning industry, you 
soon will. 

A common name for this recently passed lew is Manda- 
tory Nutrient Management. Nutrient Management is a 
scientifically proven method of utilizing manure as 
fertilizer and applying lime and fertilizer eccording to soil 
and manure tests and using realistic yield goals. Every 
farm should be soil testing every three years. Every farm 
with livestock should be utilizing manure as fertilizer. 
Many Garrett County cooperators are already in the 
voluntary Nutrient Management Program, almost 9,000 
acres. What will this law mean to you? Nothing, if you 
continue to keep your plan up to date. What does the law 
mean to you if you don’t have a plan? You will need to 
get one before the year 2001. What will this mean to you 
in terms of profitability? The average Maryland farmer 
Participating in the program has seved an average of $20 
per acre. You will save money too! 

The problem may arise on a few farms with phos- 
phorus. If your fields are in the exceasive range of phos- 
phorus, there mey be a problem with more menure 
applications. The regulations ere being written and should 
be complete by the end of the year that will determine 
how the law will address this problem. 

Some of the timelines of the Water Quelity Improve- 
ment Act of 1998 are the following: 

‘If you have 8 animal units or gross $2,500, you must 
have a Nutrient Management Plen. 

‘If you use commercial fertilizer (no menure), you 
must have a nitrogen and phosphorus based plen by Dec. 
31, 2001, and implemented by Dec. 31, 2002. 

‘If you use sludge or animel menure, you must have a 
nitrogen based plen implemented by Dec. 31, 2002. Also, 
you have until July 1, 2004, to have a nitrogen and phos- 
phorus based plen which must be implemented by July 1, 
2005. If you do have a phosphorus problem, there are 
several years to start planning on how to deal with it. 

Nutrient management is e sound management practice 
that can improve your profitability, The law takes it 
several steps further, but you can use it to make sound 
agronomic decisions.

"Over the course of the 
three-day visit, the resource 
team will exemine informa- 
tion about our community, 
meet with community lead- 
ers, discuss ideas with the 
Main Street board end fi- 
nally suggest a strategy for 
local action to help revital- 
ize the area,” he stated. 

Although the team mem- 
bers work together to devel- 
op a comprehensive set of 
recommendations, their in- 
vestigation and presentation 


will follow the four points 
of the Main Street ap- 
proach to downtown revitel- 
ization: orgenizetion of 
broad-based local lesder- 
ship; design of downtown; 
promotion to market the 
downtown’s opportunities; 
and economic restructuring 
to help strengthen and ex- 
pand the downtown's ¢co- 
nomic base. 

The resource team is also 
expected to address topics 
of local interest, including 
the possibility of a Wal- 
Mart opening on the out- 
skirts of town; the ongoing 
debate about an Oaklend 
bypass, and the possibility 
of a major transportation 
corridor being built through 
Garrett County and what 
effect that could have on 
downtown revitalization ef- 
forts. 

Oakland became one of 
five Maryland cities to win 
a Main Street designation 
last year, and the Appala- 
chian Regional Commission 
approved grants to enhance 
the local Main Street effort. 
Additional support has 
come from the Greater 
Oakland Business Associa- 
tion and the mayor and 
town council.

Home In New 


Program For Young Offenders 


by David Foster 

Over five million of 
America’s youth may be ad- 
dicted to atcohol or drugs, 
according to some statistics 
which also reveal that such 
substance abuse by teens 
and young adults can be a 
key clement in crimes and 
serious automobile  acci- 
dents. What the numbers 
can't reveal, however, are 
the holes left in the hearts 
of loved ones and friends 
that are left without one of 
their own who has been 
taken from them by impris- 
Onment, severe injury, or 
death. 

Reality of Garrett Coun- 
ty is an early intervention 
alternative sentencing pro- 
gram for youth between the 
ages of 14 and 21 who have 
experienced drug- or alco- 
hol-related problems. The 
program, a cooperative ef- 
fort between the Garrett 
Courcty Sheriff's Office and 
the Maryland State Police, 
is designed to give at-risk 
teens and young adults a re- 
alistic look at the effects of 
alcohol and drugs on their 
lives, see the consequences 
of their choices, and take 
responsibility for their ac- 
tions. 

“Reality is a new step for 
citizens and kcal law en- 
forcement to get involved in 
the lives of the young peo- 
ple of Garrett County,” 
commented Lt. Larry Gne- 
gy of the Sheriffs Office, 
who coordinates the coun- 
ty’s Reality program along 
with Tic. Terry Ober of the 
Maryland State Police. “It’s 
a multi-faceted effort to as- 
sist our county’s youth in 
the process of learning to

make wise decisions, face 
life’s respoasibilities, and 
deal with their own addic- 
tion problem if one exists 
— all in order to place 
them on a fast track to re- 
sponsibility. Early inter- 
vention in the juvenile al- 
cohol and drug experience 
is essential if a program 
hopes to break the grip of 
addiction.” 

Founded in 1991 by a 
Tennessee minister, the Re- 
ality program has reportedly 
experienced tremendous 
success in the 28 Tennessee 
counties and the five Mary- 
land jurisdictions where it 
has already been instituted. 
Less than five percent of 
the juvenile and underage 
alcohol and drug offenders 
who have participated have 
re-offended. 

The Reality program 
runs for four consecutive 
Saturday nights, 24 hours a 
night, during which partici- 
pants are confronted with 
their choices, their actions, 
and the tragic results that 
can ensue. “The youth deal 
with topics including drug 
and alcohol diseases, addic- 
tion, akohol’s effects upon 
the family and community, 
developing family relation- 
ships, the dynamics of para- 
lyzation and injury, the fi- 
nality of death, and above 
all, responsibility develop- 
ment,” Gnegy said. 

"I’m one of several of the 
initial instructors in the pro- 
gram,” he continued. “In or- 
der to be an instructor you 
have to go through the pro- 
gram as a student first. ine 
sessions I went through 
were pretty hard-hitting, 
even for an adult like my-

obituary-writing exercise, in 
which participants write 
their own obituaries, includ- 
ing listing their surviving 
family, then going to a fu- 
neral home to make their 
own funeral arrangements, 
including picking out their 
own casket. "We urge the 
kids to take their parents 
with them when they visit 
the funeral home. It brings 
an aspect of the finalitv of 
death to their thinking 
when they see their parents 
walking into a funeral home 
and nuke their own funeral 
arrangements in front of 
them,” said Gnegy. 

Other exercises include 
behind-the-scenes visits to 
the emergency room of 
Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital and the Garrett 
County Circuit Court, 
where personnel will discuss 
the medical and legal rami- 
fications of substance abuse; 
placement in a Garrett 
County Detention Center 
holding cell (clad in bright 
Orange inmate jumpsuits); 
discussions with inmates 
who will share how their 
choices and actions and the 
resulting incarceration have 
changed their lives; and dis- 
cussions with families who 
have lost loved ones be- 
cause of accidents caused 
by drunk driving. 

"Sometimes law enforce- 
ment concentrates only on 
the effect of one’s actions 
on their own lives,” Gnegy 
said. “Reality does that, but 
also opens kids’ eyes by 


painting a realistic picture 
of how other family mem- 
bers and other people 
would suffer the consequen- 
ces of their actions as well. 
As tough as kids might 
seem, no one wants to 
make their loved ones suf- 
fer. In my classes in West- 
minster, kids started the 
first night real street-wise, 
thinking they wouldn’t get 
anything out of the pro- 
gram: but by the time they 
got to the parts that put 
tough issues in their lace 
you could see a change in 
their outlooks.” 

Citizens, including vic- 
tims of crime, who seek an 
opportunity to get involved 
with young offenders and 
confront the problem of 
crime in their communities 
are encouraged to sign up 
for training as volunteer in- 
structors with the local pro- 
gram, a commitment of four 
Saturday evenings in the 
span of one month. For fur- 
ther information concerning 
the Reality program, inter- 
ested persons may contact 
Lt. Gnegy at the Garrett 
County Sheriffs Office at 
301-334-1911, or Tfe.

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Let’s Just Hire Them... 


A couple weeks ago this column focused on the 
arbitrary and grossly unequal levels of compensation 
paid to citizens who are appointed by the coun 
commissioners to serve on various boards and advi- 
sory groups. It was noted that history, time, and a 


vanety of other circumstances were among the rea- 
sons for such inequities, and that efforts should be 


made to eliminate them. 

With the primary election just a few weeks away, 
and over five dozen local candidates scurrying to gar- 
ner support from the voters, we are reminded of an- 
other situation that has become archaic and in need 
of reform. There are a number of county positions 
which we fill via public elections that, in our opinion, 
should be determined not by election, but aIppY by 
application and hiring by the commitsioners. These 
include the offices of county treasurer, register of 
wills, judges of the orphans’ court, clerk of the circuit 
court, state's attorney, circuit court judge, and sher- 
iff. 

Each of these positions, if filled appropriately, re- 
quire persons with specific skills and experience in 
areas such as finance, management, secretarial, cleri- 
cal, human relations, and law, and various combina- 
tiotts thereof, depending upon the position. However, 
the electoral process guarantees nothing in terms of 
getting the most highly skilled, most experienced per- 
son for the job. In fact, many times the most compe- 
tent person gets eliminated, perhaps because he or 
she is facing a morc politically favored, or more pop- 
ular, or more wealthy candidate in the election. In- 
deed, many who would do an outstanding job in one 

, of the above positions refuse to pursue the job since 
landing it requires the arduous, expensive task of 
engaging in a political, sometimes mud-slinging, cam- 
paign. 

We would prefer to see these seats filled just as 

_ other hired positions are in county and state govern- 
| ment — by making application, going through the in- 
| terview process, and ultimately being hired on one's 
education, level of competency, and experience. 
_ . Despite the fact that our newspaper would lose a 
» significant chunk of advertising sales if many of these 
| positions were to become hired ones instead of elec- 
| ted ones, we would still prefer to see some reform of 
| & system that was created a long time ago and has 
| not been altered to keep pace with the times.

REGARDING BLUEGILLS 

There is a continuous debate over what is better habitat 
for bluegills, weedy or non-weedy water? Some argue that 
since bluegills feed heavily on insects that cling to or live 
near weeds, weedy conditions should create bigger blue- 
gills. Others say weeds provide too much shelter for blue- 
gill prey. In actuality, research shows bluegill growth rates 
are similar under both conditions.

BE ALERT FOR MISLEADING 
SOCIAL SECURITY ADS 
by Tom Armbruster,

Social Security is issuing a general alert to area resi- 
denta about misleading ads that purport to sell Social Se- 
curity information. You will find that the same informna- 
tlon is free from the Social Security office, and it will be 
accurate. 

The elderly are often targeted by the misleading ads. 
But the ade also target new bridea, new parents, and 
pie of all ages. Typical scams are those that use “official” 

tterhead stationery offering to provide a replacement for 
a bst or stolen Social Security card, have a name changed 
on a Social Security record, or get a Social Security num- 
ber for a child for a fee. These services not only are free 
from Social Security, but they generally can be obtained 
just as easily as they can from the advertiser. 

Individuals or groups who purposefully mislead the 

ublic about Social Security or Medicare services are sub- 
ject to strong penalties under current legislation. The law 
makes such misrepresentations more difficult to carry out 
and increases fines that can be imposed. 

The Social Security Administration responds to con- 
sumer complaints and inquiries from Congress about mail 
received by members of the public that appears to be mis- 
leading advertising. If it finds that such mailings violate 
the law, the senders may face prosecution by the Inspector 
Generals Office. 

The law considers each piece of mail an individual vio- 
lation. It states that the use of a disclaimer does not ex- 
cuse such acts, removes a previous penalty cap amount of 
$100,000 annually, and requires written authorization from 
the government for printing and distributing any Social 
Security material for a fee. 

If you believe you have received this or any type of mis- 
leading information, you may report it to: Social Security 
Administration, Office of Communications, Misleading 
Advertising, P.O. Box 17740, Baltimore, MD 21235. 

You can also take the material to your kcal postmaster 
or send it to: Chief Postal Inspector, United States Postal 
Service, 475 L’Enfant Plaza, SW, Washington, DC 20260- 
2100. 

You should also adviee your state’s attorney general or 
Consumer Affairs Office end the Better Business Bureau 
in your area that you have received this offer end who 
sent it.

Medicare has added several new benefits designed to 
encourage the early detection of certain life-threatening 
diseases common among elderly people. They include 
yearly mammograms, pap smears, colorectal cancer 
scsecning, and free fhi and pneumonia shots. 

As of January 1, 1998, women are able to get yearly 
manunograms and pap smears, including pelvic and breast 
examinations, without paying the Part B deductible. Also 
since January 1, colorectal cancer screening became avail- 
able. In addition, Medicare will pay the full charge of flu 





and pneumococcal shots. 


As of July 1, Medicare has been providing diabetes 
glucose monitoring and diabetes education to beneficia- 
ries. Bone mass measurement has also been available 


since July 1. 


Interested Medicare beneficiaries should call their doc- 
tor or health care provider for more information on the 
availability of the new benefits. Also, a Medicare hotline 


is available: 1-800-638-6833. 


Medicare covers Social Security beneficiaries age 65 or 
older or who have been receiving Social Security disability 
benefits for two years or more.

Child Protective Services: 
Dealing With The Horrors 


Editor's note: This article 
is the third in a series ex- 
amuning Garrett County's re- 
sponse to family abuse and 
violence. Previous segmenis 
dealt wath male batterers and 
abuse of the elderly.

In the catslog of human 
tranagressions few strike as 
resounding a chord of re- 
vulsioa as the brutal treat- 
meat of childrea. Whether 
it is the terror Of a child 
subjected to physical blows, 
sexual violations, or emo- 
tional devastation, most of 
us need (to avert our eyes or 
thoughts in horror. 

There are those whose 
daily work requires the abil- 
ity to such pain and 
brutslity in the face. These 
are the men and women of 
the office of Child Protec- 
tive Services in the Garrett 
County Department of So- 
cial Services. 

The function of DSS is 
often misunderstood. It is a 






myth that social workers are 
waiting in the wings to 
swoop down and take away 
the children of any parent 
who spanks a child who has 
run into the street. It is a 
myth that social workers 
want to take children away 
from their homes and place 
them in foster care. Child 
protection workers heve 
quite different goals and 
methods than these. Leas 
thdn 10 or IS percent of 
cases investigated by DSS 
result in foster placement, 
explained Larty Bruch, di- 
rector of child protective 
services. 

On the “flip side” of 
those proclaiming that so- 
cial workers are too med- 
dling are those who would 
criticize DSS workers for 
not taking enough initiative 
when a child is at risk. 
Many of these criticisms are 
leveled when a case of mis- 
treatment of a child comes 
to public attention. Then 
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Young explained. 

There are benefits to the 
community beyond reduc- 
thon of the tax dollars spent 
on public sssistance. "The 
welfare recinieat becomes a 
taxpayer through payroll, 
fuel, sales, and other con- 
sumer ‘axes associated with 
the operation of a vehicle,” 
Young said. Whes a person 
re-eaters the workforce 
from the welfare rolls, the 
money and the mobility to 
go shopping are increased, 
he added. 

An advisory board has 
been selected for the kcal 
Wheeis to Work Program. 
It includes representatives 
from the law enforcement, 


"One of the goals of the 
program is to place vehicles 
with 12 qualified Garrett 
County residents within the 
first year. Gaining access to 
repairable surplus vehicles 
is proving to be more of a 
challeage than anticipated; 
however, we think this hur- 
die caa be overcome and 
the goals will be achievod,” 
Young concluded.

the cries will be heard of 
“Where were the social 
workers?” The answer is 
sometimes very simple: 
They can only investigate 
cases they are aware of. 

"I guess you could call it 
a Catch 22 we face. Many 
people think we are too in- 
trusive, others think we are 
not intrusive enough,” stst- 
ed social worker Erica 
Mowbray, commenting on 
the public's response to 
DSS case workers. It is in 
fact the double bind of 
“damned if they do and 
damned if they don't” under 
which protective services 
operates. 

The actual work of the 
unit is prescribed by law. 
Social workers with Child 
Protective Services investi- 
gate reports of physical 
abuse, sexual abuse, and ne- 
giect. Cases must be suffi- 


Ciently serious to merit in- 
veatigation, and must meet 


state guidelines, Bruch ex- 
plained. 

Many of the calls that 
are answered in the service 
unit at DSS will not reach 
the level of iavestigation. 
"Some calls are screened 
out immediately because 
they are not sufficiently 
serious,” Bruch said. 

Screening the calls can 
be a very delicate matter. 
The child protection work- 
ers walk a tightrope of sorts 
because the issues they ad- 
dress are at once highly 
personal and poteatially 
deadly. 

Dealing with suspected 
child abuse is sensitive 
work. To get the necessary 
informe tion to proceed with 
an investigation, intrusive 
questions must be asked. 






















Before the case workers be- 
gin asking those questions, 
they need to be as sure as 
they can be that the com- 
plaint is valid. “When we 
get a referral from a teach- 
er or a school counsekor, we 
can be pretty sure its accu- 
rate,” noted Mowbray. 
Though wanting to be 
fairly certain of validity, the 
goal is to minimize and nro- 
vent danger to a child. 
"Sometimes you need to err 
on the side of caution, par- 
ticularly when it is a very 
young child that is in- 
volved,” Bruch stated. 
Bruch also said that the 
protective service workers 
ask for evidence of an inju- 
ry and, when possible, infor- 
mation from an eyewitness. 
But he conceded that there 
are instances when physical 
evidence just is not visible. 
“Most case of sexual abnac 


invoive fondling. There wil) 
be no marks oh the child's” 


body,” Bruch said. 

Mowbray and Bruch dis- 
cussed the difficulty in as- 
sessing sexual abuse without 
proper internal examine- 
tions and in the absence of 
very specific medical train- 
ing. They described one 
such case that became *P 
parent because a 3-year-old 
child had a venereal disease 
that should not have bees 
present. Discovery of this 
led to the discovery of the 
mother’s boyfriend having 
sexual intercourse with the 
child. 

All investigations of child 
sexual abuse are conducted 
with the assistance of a law 
enforcement ofiicer. This 
kind of cooperative effort, 
coupled with ongoing dia- 
logue between agencies, is 
essential in resolving vio- 
lence cases within the fami- 


ly. 

In Garrett County agen- 
cies are combiniag forces to 
find the most appropriate 
and beneficial tools for re- 
spoeding to, intervening in, 
and remedying child abuse 
cases. In the spring a teom 
of nine county social work- 
ers, law enforcement offi- 
cers, and repreacatatives of 
the judictal systea) anesded 
an out-of-state training on 
interagency cooperation ia 
dealing with child abuae. 

Though child abuse is 
considered by maay to be a 
less serious problem ia Gar- 
rett County thaa elaewhere, 
there is little doubt that the 
problem exists here. 
the cases that Bruch asd 
Mowbray have reapoaded 
to this year were a skaB 
fracture, imcest, child per- 
nography, aad a chokiag. 

e grisly details ond 
facta of cases handled 
through protective services 
often do not reach the pub- 
lic because of coafidentia- 
lity. If there is an arrest and 
the case is proseculed, thea 
it may be reported to the 
public. But there are cases 
in which prosecution is not 
the course prescribed. 
There may be other means 
of resolving the issue aad 
removing the danger. 
"Sometimes aa ex parte or- 
der is used. There are maay 
different tools that cas be 
ased,” said Mowbray. 


Though not often publi- 
cized, we should make no 
mistake about it — there 
are crimes committed 
against children in Garrett 
County. The social workers 
of child protective services 
remoad daily to the calis 
aad sort through the infor- 
mation to identify and stop 
cases of child abuse. Public 
awareness and willineneas 
to become involved can 
help to reduce the incidents 
of inhumane treatment of 
children. 

To report suspected child 
abuse, persons may call 
301-334-5405. After 4 p.m. 
or in an emergency situa- 
tion, persons may call 911.

in rural areas such as Gar- 
rett County. 

Wheels to Work will al- 
low qualified persons to 
purchase state, local, and 
federal surplus or privatcly 
donated vehicles. A_ fair 
market value will be set for 
each vehicle and applicants 
screened prior to purchase. 

The project, whkh will 
be itnplemeated and admin- 
istered by Community Ac- 
tion, is an thitiative of the 
Garrett Welfare To Work 
Partnership esplaiaed Lor- 
ing Young, director of the 
traasportation department 
of Community Action. “The 
vehicles will be recoadi- 
tloned at a local auto repair 
shop, inspected, and made 
available for qualified cli- 
ents to purchase,” he said.

Prevention Plan 


As professional car 
strippers demonstrated how 
a complete automobile can 
be dismantled into parts in 
a matter of minutes, Lt. 
Goveruor Kathleen Ken- 
nedy Townsend on Monday 
announced a new nighttime 
vehicle theft prevention 
program aimed at further 
reducing the number of 
stolen cars in Maryland. 

Funded by Maryland's

of Justice, the statewide 
Watch Your Car program 
enables motorists who do 
not normally drive between 
1 and S$ am. to register 
their vehicles with the 
Maryland State Police or 
participating local depart- 
ments and affix identifying 
decals to their windshields.

Colonel David B. Mitch- 
ell, superintendent of the

New Booklet To 
Outline Tornado 
Protection Plans 


Director James Lee Witt 
of the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency 
(FEMA) recently unveiled a 
major initiative on in-resi- 
dence tornado shelters, or 
“safe rooms.” Witt made the 
announcement at a Nation- 
al Tornado Forum con- 
vened in Washington by the 
agency to identify measures 
to increase protection from 
the hazards of tornadoes. 

"Having a shelter, or safe 
room, built into a home can 
help protect people and 
families from injury or 
death caused by the danger- 
ous force of extreme winds,” 
Witt said. "When construct- 
ed according to the plans, 
the safe room can provide 
protection against winds of 
up to 250 miles per hour 
and projectiles traveling at 
100 miles an hour.” 

Design specifications for 
a safe room are included 
with the 25-page illustrated 
FEMA publication Taking 
Shelter from the Storm: 
Building a Safe Room Inside 
Your House, a joint project 
with the Wind Engineering 
Research Center of Texas 
Tech University in Lubbock, 
Texas. 

Taking Shelter from the 
Storm draws on 25 years of 
field research by research- 
cis al Teas Tech's Wind 
Engineering Research Cen- 
ter, including studies of the 
performance of buildings 
following dozens of torna- 
does throughout the United 
States and laboratory test- 
ing on the performance of 

building materials and 
systems when impacted by 
airborne debris.

defines and illustrates the 
categories of damage 
caused by tornadoes and 
hurricanes, and provides a 
risk assessment worksheet 
for the homeowner using 
wind zone charts and maps. 
It also details emergency 
planning and assembling an 
emergency supply “ut. The 
plarming section outlines 
the basis of shelter design 
including size, retrofitting in 
existing houses, foundation 
types, and location within 
the house. In addition, 
construction plans, materi- 
als, and construction cost 
estimates are detailed for a 
variety of situations. 

The safe room project is 
part of an ongoing FEMA 
initiative to encourage 
people to take measures to 
protect themselves and their 
property before disasters 
occur. With the dramatic 
increase in the number of 
deadly tornadoes this year, 
FEMA has accelerated the 
development of effective 
strategies that federal agen- 
cies, states, communities, 
and individuals can pursue 
to protect people and re- 













duce damages from these 
severe storms. 

The in-home safe room 
project was initiated follow- 
ing numerous requests by 
state and local emergency 
management officials and 
by persons whose homes 
were cither destroyed or 
significantly damaged by 
tornadoes and hurricanes 
for guidance on how to in- 


corporate a safe room into 
the reconstruction of storm- 
dam zed homes. 


Whether an_ individual 
family should consider 
building a safe room in 
their house depends on a 
number of factors, includ- 
ing: location in high-risk 
area, how quickly safe shel- 
ter can be reached during 
extreme winds; level of 


safety desired; and the cost 
of building a shelter, Witt 
said.

lem always wary of eweeping di- 
agnoees end preaerpions for soci- 
etal ills. So, when | read @ letter to 
the editor that pontficates that Gre 
reaaon for juvenile delinquency end 
aime tt always directly traceable to 
the fhilure of Gre parents, | want to 
object. have known wonderful chil- 
dren to come from very troubled 
homes and I have known very 
troubled children to come from 61e 
homes where parents were loving, 
wine and reaponaidie. 

Stil, | must agree thet meny chil- 
dren today are lacking m the values 
that make fora stable and wholesome 
society. Is « because the parents are 
not trying to teach goed vatues, or is 
it because the peer groupa and ad- 
ture are much more effective in shep- 
ing their values? Meny spend more 
time in front of a television set than 
they do in the presence of their per- 
ents. There they ere expeeed to val- 
ues that are at least part of the prob- 
lem. 

I think pert of it ts also the society 
to which we expose them. If we don't 
like and are unccmfortable with the 
values we see in children snd youth 
today, might it not be our coalempo- 
rery society we sre seeing reflected 
in their lives? The problem méght not 
be that they sre rejecting our society, 
but that they have embraced it. 
Maybe we see mirrored in them e 
selfish, incompessionate, hostile and 
materialistic way of life. 

THE REASONS WE FAIL 

Still, I would agree thet none of us 
are doing e perticulerly effective job 
of teaching our children and youth 
values, morals end spiritual prin- 
ciples. Some pments ere obviously 
too busy with their work or their own 





Qoud tin.es. Others may not Le teach 
ing values beceuac they don’t have 
any to enpert. Some may not weet to 
“force” them values on their children 
as they may believe their perents tied 
to force them. Others may not try to 
teach values because they beizeve pro- 
feenonals—sciwol teachers, pastors, 
couneclors—ere equipped to do so 
and they ee not. 

Proverbs tells us, “Train up a cleld 
in the way he dhould go, and when he 
is old he will not depart from it” 
(22:6). While there ere certesnly nu- 
merous, even glering still, 
es a rule, children will become beder 
adults when psrents and others make 
senous snd persistent efforts to teach 
them the velues they held to be vital. 

I believe thet sn importsnt reason 
parents fal in this roll wday is be- 
cause they feci so inedequate. If thet 
is tue, then the churches, schoolsand 
inatitutions have fuled to prepare 
them for this moat anportert job. 

MISSED OPPORTUNITIES 

Thinking back to the days whea my 
offspring were children and youth, I 
realize I méesed e lot of goed oppor- 
tunites to teach my chikirea. I took 
too much for granesd. I wich now Get, 
when I made certain decisices or 
choices, I hud explemed the values 
thet lay behind fem. When I sale 
mistakes, I wish I hed been more vo- 
cel m explaming why I wes wneng. | 
think I sesiene: thet, ance | preached 
@ sermon every Suniay, my clakiren 
would know what | believed and wiet 
was anpcrtant to me. Not so, I real- 
ize now. 

In a beautiful peesage in Proverbs 
31, we get e depiction of dre ideal 
wife: “Strengd and dignity are her 
clothing, and she leughs at the tine 
to come. She opens her mouth with 
wisdom, and the teaching of kirsiness 
is en her tongue” (v. 26). My moder 
teugta me kindness; I wonder whed er 
I did? 


Psrents, however, csnnet do the job 
all by themscives. Henry Riache in 
American Youth In Trouble, says: 
“We're the first generation thet hes 
ever said to parcats, ‘Yeu and you 
alene must care for children.’ When 
I wee e little bey, | could get fed at 
forty houses end probably spenked 
in twelve. Lots ef peopla took care of 
me.’™ 

If parents sre going to be sucoess- 
fil in teachang the children of today, 
all of us need to be part of the teach- 
ing team.

_ink PBS’ Twelfth Night

For Helen Hunt, apparently 
film and TV glory isn’t as good 
as it gets. 

The Oscar- and Emmy-win- 
ning actress (As Good as It 
Gets, Mad About You) has 
spent the summer on the boards 
of Lincoln Center, brushing up 
her Shakespeare as Viole in 
Nicholas Hytner's production 
of Twelfth Night, or What You 
Will. The production has re- 
ceived high marks from the 
critics, and its final perfor- 
mance airs on PBS on Sunday, 
Aug. 30, as pan of the venera- 
ble Live From Lincoln Center 
senes (check local listings). 

In addition to Hunt, the cast 
includes theater veterans Paul 
Rudd, who previously teamed 
with Hytner for the movie The 
Object of My Affection, and 
Kyra Sedgwick (Miss Rose 
White). 

One of Shakespeare's most 
beloved comedies, Twelfth 
Night mingles two bittersweet 
love stories with spiraling con- 
fusion over mistaken identities. 

As the play opens, a devastat- 
ed Viola reaches the shores of 
the kingdom of Illyria follow- 
ing a shipwreck that apparently 
has claimed the life of her twin 
brother, Sebastian. 

To survive, Viola disguises 
herself as a boy, Cesario, and 
becomes an attendant to a hand- 
some duke, Orsino (Rudd), 
with whom she falls in love. 
He, however, is in love with 
Countess Olivia (Sedgwick), 
and sends his “boy” to woo her 
in his stead. li a revereé Tuui- 
sie, Olivia promptly falls in 
love with “Cesano,” thus form- 
ing a comic triangle: Viola, 
masquerading as Cesario, loves 
Orsino, who loves Olivia, who 
loves Cesario/Viola. 

Matters become even more 
confused when Viola's twin, 
Sebastian (Rick Stear), returns 
alive — and is the very image of 
Cesario.

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BILLIE JEAN KING: 
PIONEERING TENNIS PRO 


At age 5, Billie Jean King solemn- 
ly informed her mother she was 
going to do great things. A principal 
role model for Title IX, the 1972 law 
designed to ensure women equal 
oppostunities in sports, King was s 
naturel ethlete ano big for her age, 
reaching her full 
edult size of 5°4”, 125 pounds by age 
10. Softball snd football were her 
passions, acconling to September's 
Biography magazine, but her dad 
demanded a more feminine sport. 
She chose tennis and fell in love. 

Back then, it was virtually impos- 
sible for tennis player of either gen- 
der to make s living. Clinging to an 
outmoded sristocratic heritage, pro- 
moters banned salacies and purses. In 
1967, as the top women’s tennis play- 
er in the world, King only made 
$7,000. The smateur code was final- 
ly abandoned in 1968, but men 
earned substantially more. 

Concurrently, cigarette ads were 
banned from TV. Virginia Slims had 
to find & new venue to promote its 
women's brand and sponsored @ com- 
petition, raising the stakes of 
women's tennis. In 1971, King 
became the first women athlete to 
earn more than $100.000 « yesr. In 
1972, Sports Illustrated honored her 
as “Sportsman of the Year.” another 
first for women. 

Her shining hour came 25 years 
ago this month when she whipped 
Bobby Riggs in the Banle of the 
Sexes. Together with her husband, 
she launched the Women's Tennis 
Association, Women's Sports 
Magazine, the Women's Sports 
Foundation end World Tesm Tennis.

Twilight, they learned, was 
being powered by soy-based 
biodiesel. 

The biodegradable, non- 
toxic, sulfur-free, non-pol- 
luting alternative fuel is 
known as B20 and is a 
mixture of 20 percent soy- 
bean oil and 80 percent 
petrodiesel. 

And thanks to the Mary- 
land Soybean Board, which 
awarded Echo Hill Outdoor 
School a $2,000 checkoff 
grant, Twilight and two 
other boats in the school’s 
fleet are now running on 
the environmentally friendly 
fuel, and thus adding to the 
environmental knowledge of 
more than 4,000 students a 
year. 

The Maryland Soybean 
Board, which administers 
the national soybean check- 
off program in the state, 
launched an effort four 
years ago to promote the 
use of soy-based biodiesel 
in boats on the Chesapeake 
Bay. It is now available 
commercially at many Ches- 
apeske Bay marinas. 

Under the federally 
sanctioned checkoff pro- 
gram, 50 cents on evety 
$100 worth of soybeans is 
“checked off a farmer's 
receipt at the first point of 
sale. Farmer-member soy- 
bean checkoff boards, at

The school has 
equipped them with nets, 
bottom samplers, water 
quality analysis kits, plank- 
ton nets, charts, fish nets, 
and numerous other collec- 
tion devices and educational 
materials for hands-on 
learning experiences. 

Other boats in the fleet 
include the 40-foot skipjack 
Elsworth, built in 1901, and 
the Annie D., a 50-foot 
power boat built in 1950 to 


transport oysters. 

Captain Biles, of Twi- 
light, hailed the soy diesel 
promotional effort of the 
Maryland Soybean Board as 
"an exciting way in which to 
become an active part of 
the transition to a cleaner 
fuel.

Hay harvesting progress, 


total 44.1 million bushels, 
18% from last year's 
37.4 million bushel produc- 
tion. Remember, according 
to the Maryland Agricultur- 
al Statistics Service, last 
year was not a good year 
for corn and this year seems 
to be following in those 
same footsteps, with the 
weather pattern being warm 
and dry for such a long 
time. An average yield of 
105 bushels per acre is 
expected from 420,000 
acree. If the expected yield 
of 105 bushels is realized, it 
will be 15 bushels above last 
year’s 90-bushel average. 
Soybean production is 
forecast at 1334 million 
bushels, down 9% from last 
year’s 14.7 million bushel 
production. Soybean yield is 
expected (to average 29 
bushels per acre, just 1 
bushel ahead of the 28 
bushel per acre yield in 
1997. Soybeans are expect- 
ed to be harvested from 
460,000 acres, 65,000 acres 
less than the 525,000 acres 
harvested last year. 
Maryland barley produc- 
tion, based on August 1 
conditions, is expected to 
total 2.98 million bushels, 
26 percent below last year’s 
4 million bushel production. 
Yield, if realized, is forecast 
at 62 bushels, 18 bushels 
below last year’s 80 bushel 
average. Harvested acreage, 
at 48,000 acres, is 2,000 
acres less than the 50,000 
acres harvested in 1997.

Crop Notes 

*It appears that we may escape a repeat of last year’s 
epidemic of late blight on tomatoes. As of now, I have not 
received any reports of late blight problems. There have 
been a few cases of early blight, but nothing too serious. 
I still recommend that you continue your applications of 
the fungicide Tnte blight can only he prevented and 
strikes quick and hard. 

*Com earworm populations are growing. Those of you 
raising late sweet corn should be applying an insecticide 
every 5 days from the time of silk development. Also, we 
have found the corn earworm in shell beans. If you open 
a pod and find the beans are missing, a corn earworm just 
had a wonderful meal. For insecticide recommendations 
give me a call. 

*The fall army worm is making its mark late in the 
season. I know of one field corn planting that was almost 
completely destroyed and one sweet corn field severely 
damaged by the army worm. Evidence of the army worm 
is long sections of the leaf blade eaten away. In the 
daytime they will retreat into the whorl of the plant. Not 
much can be done at this point in the season. 

Timothy Graaa Mites, A New Bug in Garrett County? 

Is your timothy yield going down-hill? Is your timothy 
plant stunted and turning brown? Well, you may very well 
have a new “bug” in your crop. Last week e bocal farmer 
called me, explaining that he had a real good first cutting; 
the second cutting was less with some of the plants 
displaying a brown appearance; and at the third cutting 
almost all of the plants has brown blades that bok 
diseased. Upon inspection, I found a very tiny insect 
called a grass mite. It is so small that it is only visible 
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under the tnicroacope. Dr. Les Vough, forage specialists, 
tole me the mite has been a problem in central Maryland 
for the past three years. At first, he thought it only preyed 
on the Climax variety of timothy, but now they are finding 
it on other varieties. How does this small insect inflict so 
much damage? The mites suck juices out of the 
and as they do so, they inject a toxin into the «.. 
results in the destruction of the plant cells, leaving 4 
browning appearance. As of now, there are not any 
miticides registered for timothy. If you have timothy like 
I described, I would appreciete hearing from you.

Luke commented that

In each quarter, a 
machine was rebuilt to 
improve existing products 
and to add new differentiat- 
ed products. 

Luke said Westvaco has 
addressed Asian market 
volatility by securing new 
business in that region and 
in other international mar- 
kets. "We remain cautious 
about Asian markets be- 
cause of continuing uncer- 
tain political and economic 
circumstances in the region, 
particularly in Japan,” said 
Luke. 

“The pressures facing us 
affect the entire U.S. paper 
industry,” said Luke. “"Com- 
modity producers have been 
most severely affected. Our 
strategy of product and 
service differentiation 
strengthens our  perfor- 
mance in the face of cur- 
rent very demanding condi- 
tions and offers the promise 
of far better results in the 
longer term.” 

A major producer of 
paper, envelopes, packaging 
and specialty chemicals, 
Westvaco owns 1.5 million 
acres of timberlands in the 
United States and Brazil 
and has manufacturing 
facilities in those two coun- 
tae as well as the Czech 
Republic. International 
business accounts for about 
25 percent of Westvaco’s 
sales and the company has 
customers in more than 70 
countries.

Winston Churchill once said, after hearing a diatribe oii the evils 
of representative government, that Democracy is the worst of all 
possible systems of government except for all other systems. The 
same can be said for the adversarial system of justice. You can find 
many things to criticize in it, but compared to all other systems, 
including the British, our American system still provides the closest 
thing to justice yet devised by man, despite the political changes the 
Supreme Court has made in our law. 

Of course, the system works properly, only if each of the partici- 
pants does his or her job competently. And the better the Judge, the 
better the system works.

Medical Advice 
From Medical Students Pp 





Editor’s Note: This is the third in a series. of articles 
submitted to The Republican recently by a pair of fourth-year 
medical students performing thei rural medicine rotation at 
the Garrett Medical Group. 


A DAY-IN, DAY-OUT DIET FOR HEALTH 
by Matt Duran, M.S.IV 

Who has never tried to diet at some point in their lives? 
Whether it’s five pounds or 50, most of us have wanted to 
lose a few, or are currently trying to trim down. Unfortu- 
nately, popular media bombards us with diet plans filled 
with unrealistic promises, massive life changes, or plain 
old gimmicks that don’t work. When we don't meet our 
goals (or more often, their goals) we get even more down 
on ourselves. 

The most common problem in the American method of 
kosing weight is that we view the changes in our diets as 
temporary. We “diet” until we drop a pre-set number of 
pounds or get to a new clothes size, then go back to our 
old habits and lose all our progress. Then, on top of the 
yo-yoing, many of these diets are not based on faulty 
premises, so you don’t treat your body right in the first 
place. 

Here are a few facts, things to consider, and strategies 
to help you find a diet well-suited for you: 

© Our mindset should be long-term. To really benefit 
from an improved diet (“diet" from here on out means the 
way you eal everyday, not some two-week fad), we need to 
make permanent changes to the way we eat and replace 
the flawed eating habits with healthy ones. Healthful eat- 
ing is a way of life, not what you do for those two weeks 
before a trip to the beach. 

© Expect to see changes only slowly. You gained those 
pounds slowly, and so you should lose them slowly. If you 
want changes that last, then you can’t expect them to 
come overnight. The good ncws? With healthy habits, 
you're much more likely to stay feeling and looking 
healthy. 

© Find goals that you can achieve. Some people won't 
kose weight as quickly as others, so set a realistic and 
personal goal to shoot for (and once you've set that goal, 
stick to it!). A safe and conservative rate is to lose about 
1 to 2 pounds per week, if you're fairly overweight. 

@ Make your goals known to those who care about you. 
You accomplish three things here. First, if your friends 
know you're trying to modify what you eat, they can be 
moral support. Second, you’re more likely to stick with the 
habits of those in your house (you might need to change 
their habits, too). Third, if you do succeed in changing the 
eating habits of the entire house, you'll be helping others’ 
health as well as yours. 

@ Set your goals for health or the way you feel rather 
than for pounds or inches. When you start to exercise reg- 
ularly you'll burn fat and begin to build muscle. Muscle 
burns calories better than fat does, but weighs more than 
fat, so don’t go by the scale; if you feel like you're losing 
fat but weigh the same, you've probably replaced that fat 
with new, dense muscle (a super alternative). You'll feel 
better and have more energy; you never need to second 
guess that. 

© Realize the impact of when you eat on your metabo- 
lism. Calories from foods eaten early in the morning have 
all day for your Body to burn them off. Os the other 
hand, calories eaten late in the day that don’t get burned 
off by the time you go to sleep, your body'puts into stor: 
age, namely fat. Ideally, try putting your carbohydrate-rich 
foods (pasta, rice, bread, potatoes) and fats earlier in the 
day, while moving protein sources (lean beef, chicken, 
fish) to dinner. Also, avoid that late evening snack—you 
know where it’s likely to be stored! 

@ Try to change your actual habits at the table. Start 
off drinking a whole glass of water before a meal and then 
finish a whole second one during the meal; not only does 
this make you feel more full, but we never get as much 
water as our body needs. Also, try chewing more slowly, 
taking more chews, and putting less on your plate to start 
with (avoid the “finish what’s on your plate” mentality). 
Wait a few minutes before starting dessert; it takes your 
body a few minutes to tell you that you’re full, so you'll 
find you might not need that dessert after all. 

© Do the obvious things that we all hear about. Eat 
more fruits and vegetables; these are relatively low-calorie, 
low-fat foods that are high in fiber and vitamins (bonus- 
es!). Watch your fat intake, especially saturated fats like 
lard and red meat, and cut back on the deep fried foods 
(fat heaven). Finally, realize that “low fat" often means 
“high calorie” (simple sugars), and remember that your 
body just turns excess calories into fat for storage anyhow. 

Eating right can be fun and make you feel great, but 
often takes relearning some habits. Old dogs certainly can 
learn new tricks, and they're new tricks that will make you 
look and feel better. Congratulate yourself on making the 
first steps to better health, and welcome to "The Good 
Life."
